wall of the store house occupied hy the Weber 
Lumber

trusses weakened by the collapse of the floor last night, .crashed into the 
street, carrying with it a quantity of lumber which was stored 
on 
the 


second floor, the roof caving- in on top. of the heap. Intensity was added to 


ifce excitement when smoke was seen issuing from the building but the 


blaze, -which was caused by burning insultation, was quickly extinguished 


by the department. 


The ro.bm in which the' lumber was stored was originally intended for 


a molding, room, and [lie floor was not strong enough to bear the weight of 


three carloads of stock which were yesterday'piled on it. 
At 8.30 last 


night the floor fell through, pulling- the trusses out of position and causing 
a sag.of-two or throe feet in the-roof. The wall was so weakened by the 
falling-of the floor that this morning it collapsed, bringing the roof down 
with it. 


Fortunately no one was injured, though there were several persons in 


the immediate vicinity of the building when the crash occurred. At the' time 
of the. collapse :of Urn floor last uight workmen had not been- out of the 
building- more than fifteen minutes. The. fire which resulted 
from 
the 


accident amounted to little in itself, though a- quantity of cotton waste 
.stored in the basement made » serious blaze possible. 
The estimate of the 


damage which was confined to the building itself lias not been made but it 
is expected that it will be considerable.

She told him her story and he imme- 
diately went to the nearest patrol box 
and telephoned the police station. He 
was advised not to enter the house 
alone, and to wait until the wagon was 
sent up. The patrol arrived on the 
scene about ton minutes- later with 
Sergeant Giroux .and Wagon Officer 
Holland. 


When the officers reached the house 


there was a commotion going on. Slain 
was shouting and trying to break up 
the furniture. Patrolman Provericher 
went around to the door in the rear of 
the house and after

Slain, however, was subdued, placed

Ho was charged with drunkenness, 
assault and battery on a police officer 
and assault with a pistol. He entered 
ploas of not guilty to each complaint 
ind naked for a continuance, claiming

stiff prices for their work. Any one 


who has seen them perform their dar- 
ing feats in the air will agree that al- 
most any price Is too low for tho risks 
they run. The 1910 international avia- 
tion meet, which will be the greatest 
ever held, will take place on Long Is- 
land in October. It was brought to 
this country by Glenn H. Curtiss' vic- 
tory at Rheims, Prance, last year. 
.New Laws Necessary. 


With the extension of flying over the 


world's civilized countries has come 
the discussion of rules for the govern- 
ment of the flyers when they are In the 
air. The subject la still in tho tenta- 
tive state, but there has been enough 
interest manifested Tn the' matter to 
make it certain that the near future 
will' see the promulgation of a. set of 
rules agreed to by the world's most 
famous flyers. Speaking on this sub- 
ject recently, Mr. Frederic R. Coudert, 
recently returned from a .visit to 
France, said: 
, 


"The presence of so many flying ma- 


chines in France and the complaints 


of owners of property that aviators 
are flying over gardens and thus in- 
truding 
Into private 
domains has 


caused the calling of a. commission of 
prominent lawyers. 


"They have had operators of aero- 


planes perform before them, flying 
both low and high, in order to- de- 
termine what height is proper. Count 
Lambert has been one of these dem- 
onstrators. Of course there are prop- 
erty owners who assert that their 
rights extend far up into the sky, but 
to recognize such rights would mean 
a stop to all aviation. 


"There is not the slightest doubt 


that a inean height will Be determined 
and that France will bo the pioneer 
country In the framing of laws to ap- 
ply to tracks in the .sky. 
Property 


rights will have to be protected. The 
Frenchman's garden, with its high 
wall, has. been considered safe from 
prying eyes outside, but now with an 
aviator swooping near with his ma- 
chine—well, something must and will 
be done." ' 


THEN the history of tho 


movement for the con- 
servation of the natural 
resources of the nation ia 


written high on the roll of honor of the 
men engaged in the fight on the right 
side, with those of Roosevelt, Pinchot 
and others will be that of a teller of 
tales, Hamlin Garland. 


The country contains no more en- 


thusiastic believer in the west, "the 
new west," and its future than Mr. 
Garland. His devotion to the cause of 
intelligent conservation of our mines 
and forests, our fields and plains, our 
men and women, requires no explana- 
tion. For years in his books and on 
the lecture platform 
ho has 
been 


preaching the gospel of tho mission of 
the west to regenerate, to maintain the 
nation. In his latest book, "Cavanagh; 
Forest Ranger," he carries his propa- 
ganda a step farther and comes out 
open'.j' and boldly without reserve in 
support of the Pinchot forest policy. 
In the mouth of the hero of the book, 
Ross Cavanagh, the author puts the 
words: 


"I am glad to be known as a de- 


fender of the forest. 
A tree means 


much to me. I never mark one for 
felling without a sense of responsi- 
bility for the future." 


It is this "sense of responsibility for 


the future" frankly avowed, together 
with a most interesting story of life in 
the new west, that makes up the body 
of Mr. Garland's latest book. In It he 
devotes considerable space—not to the 
detriment of the book as a study, how- 
ever—to a defense and an exposition 
of the" forest preservation theories of 
Gifford Plnohot, the recently dismissed | 
chief forester. 
The latter Is depicted 


as the idol of tho body of strong, able, 
clean living young men whom he 
trained In the forest service, and his I 
dismissal from the service is described 
as a severe blow to tho personnel of 
the service. Mr. Pinchot contributes 
a preface to the book. 


For a score of years Mr. Garland has 


been known to the public through his 
writing and his lectures, as an ardent 
believer In America's future. 
In a 


book published sixteen years ago he 
Bald: 


"There is coming In this land-the 


mightiest assertion In art of the rights 
of man and tho glory of the physical 
universe ever mado1 in the world. 
It 


will bo done not by one man, but by 
many mon and women. It will b« born 
not of drawing room culture nor of 
imitation nor of fear of mnators, nor 
will it come from homes of great 
wealth. It will come from the average 
American homo in thn city as well nn 
In tho country. It will denl with all 
kinds and condltlonii. 
It will lio born

come to Albert Spalding of Chicago, 
who has been entrancing Europeans 
with his skill on his beautiriil instru- 
ment. 


Spalding returned early in June 


from a long sojourn in Europe, where 
he won many plaudits, to spend this 
summer at Monmouth Beach, N. J., 
with his family and will go back to the 
sold world in the autumn to begin his 
1910-11 concert tour of the European 
capitals. 


Whether or not Spaldtng is the "future 


Paganinl," as one of his ardent admir- 
ers called him, is a matter of possible 
future revelation.

least Spalding resembles the famous 
virtuoso of a century ago—that is, in 
the instant recognition his genius has 
won from the critics of foreign lands. 
As Paganinl toured Europe, meeting 
with appreciation of his genius wher- 
ever he went, so Spalding has been 
hailed in Europe as one of the great- 
est of living violinists. France, Eng- 
land, Germany, Russia, all hnve paid 
tribute to his mastery of technique 
and the wonderful. Indescribable ap- 
peal of his tone to the musician and 
the lay hearer. Throughout there has 
been but very little unfavorable criti- 
cism, and whatever carping of this 
sort has found its way Into print has 
invariably been modified by words of 
warmest praise. 
Probably never be- 


fore in the history of American music 
—though that has been lamentably 
bri.'f and undistinguished—has an in- 
strumentalist from this country met 
with so favorable a reception by the 
critics of the old world. 


Spalding recently concluded a tour

ment lie made. As a consequence the 
active "lanky" Bob contrived to get in 
many telling blows on his adversary 
that, Jeffries thinks, would not have 
reached their mark but for the springy 
flooring.

the moment a cry of "Here he comes!" 
announces the approaoh of one of the 
man birds, By the time you set where 
there Is an unobstructed view the flier 
la gone. The air records are falling 
BO fast nowadays—much faster 
and 


more frequently than the men who 
make them—that any prediction 
IB 


open to serious objection that It will 
be out of date by the time It gets Into 
print. 


With these words, of explanation, or 


possibly of apology, let us assert.thatj 
the great aerial event toward which 
the persons interested in flying, which 
means the whole world, are looking is 
the race between St, Louis and Now 
York over a 1,000 mllo course for a 
prize of $30,000. offered by the New 
York World and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Of scarcely less Interest is 
the projected Chicago-New York flight 
of about 960 miles for a $26,000 prize 
offered by the New York Times and 
the Chicago Evening Post. In addi- 
tion to these there are the Washing- 
ton-New York race, the Detroit-Buf- 
falo flight, the Kansas City-St. Louie 
contest and many,, others. The total 
of the prizes offered by the cities and 
the newspapers Is large enough to 
bring to America the most famous of 
the old world's aviators, as well as to 
engage the attention of our own best 
men, especially since the vacation of 


the temporary Wright injunctions left 
the foreigners free to come. 


Among those who. are interested in 


these imagination compelling contests 
aro the aviators who have recently 
brought the world to a realization of 
tho fact that the flying machine has 
come to take its place among tho 
world's commonplaces with wireless 
telegraphy, radium, tho X rays, the 
telephone and other Inventions. They 
are Glenn H. Curtiss, who made the 
air trip from Albany to New York; 


Charles K. Hamilton, whose aerial 
Journey from New York to Philadel- 
phia and back gave assurance that such 
trips can be made hereafter on schedule 
time; Charles S. Rolls, the Englishman 
who flew acrosa the English channel to 
France, turned In the air and returned 
without alighting lo England; Louis 
Paulhan, who. flew from London to 
Manchester for a $50,000 prize and who 
held until recently tho world's record 
for height attained in an aeroplane; 
Gralmmo White, tho plucky English- 


man who tried so hard to win the Lon- 
don-Manchester 
contest 
and failed 


only after lie had gone the limit of 
present endurance In the air; the 
Wrights, pioneer flyers, who have held 
steadfastly lo their view that flying 
is with them a business proposition, 
not a sport, and have heretofore re- 
fused to engage in merely spectacular 
tests, although permitting the entry of 
their machines under the operation of 
others. 
All these and others of na- 


tional and International fame have ex- 
pressed their intense interest in the 
coming contests and have asserted 
their belief that.the prizes offered are 
well worth consideration. 


In addition to these great events on 


tho future programs of the aviators 
there are numerous smaller affairs to 


be held in tho United States and 
abroad. No state or county affair Is 
considered up to date now unless it 
announces as a part of its list of at- 
tractions aerial flights by one or more 
of the world's flyers. Of course the 
flyers come high—no pun intended— 
but tho fairs must have them or be 
considered 
hopelessly 
behind 
the 


times. 
The old fashioned balloon as- 


cension cannot draw a crowd now- 
adays, so the fair authorities are fall- 
ing over one another In. their en- 
deavors to get the aviators. The sup- 
ply of flyers ia limited, although it Is 
growing every day, so the men who 
are able to travel in three dimensions 
InBtead of two are taking advantage 
of their opportunities and demanding 
stiff prices for their work. Any one 


who has seen them perform their dar- 
ing feats In the air will agree that al- 
most any price Is too low for the risks 
they run. The 1910 international avia- 
tion meet, which will be the greatest 
ever held, will take place on Long Is- 
land In October. 
It was brought to 


this country by Glenn H. Curtiss' vic- 
tory at Rhelms, Franco, last year. 
New Laws Neowsary. 


With the extension of flying over the 


world's civilized countries has come 
the discussion of rules for the govern-, 
ment of the flyers when they are in the 
air. The subject Is still in tho tenta- 
tive state, but there has boon enough 
interest manifested—in the matter tzr 
make it certain that the near future 
will flee the. promulgation of a act of 
rules agreed to by the world's most 
famous flyers. Speaking on this sub- 
ject recently, Mr. Frederic R. Coudert, 
recently returned- from a .visit to 
France, said: 


"The presence of so many flying ma- 


chines in France and the complaints 


of owners of property that aviators 
are flying over gardens and thus In- 
truding into private domains has 
caused the calling of a commission o£ 
prominent lawyers, 
"They have had operators of aero- 


'planes perform before them, flying 
both low and high, in order to de- 
termine what height is proper. Count 
Lambert has been one of these dem- 
onstrators.

In tho mouth of the hero of the book, 
Ross Cavanagh, tho author puts the 
words: 


"I am glad to be known as a do-

It Is this "sense of responsibility for 


the future" frankly avowed, together 
with a most Interesting story of life In 
the new west that makes up the body 
of Mr. Garland's latest book. In it he 
devotes considerable space—not to tho 
detriment of the book as a study, how- 
ever—to a defense and an exposition 
of the forest preservation theories of 
Gifford Plnchot, the recently dismissed 
chief forester. The latter is depicted 
as the idol of the body of strong, able, 
clean living young men whom he 
trained in tho forest service, and his 
dismissal from the service is described 
as a severe bio* to the personnel of 
tho sen-Ice. Mr. Plnchot contributes 
a preface to the book. 


For a score of years Mr. Garland has 


been known to the 'public through his 
writing and his lectures, as an ardent 
believer In America's future.

ECOGNITION' at twenty-one 
as the greatest living Ameri-

Intensity was added to 


the excitement when smoke was seen issuing from the building but the 


blaze, which was caused by burning insultation, was quickly extinguished 


by the department. 


The room in which the lumber was stored was originally intended for 


a -molding room and the floor was not strong enough to bear the weight of 


three carloads-of stock which were yesterday piled on it. At 8.30 last 
night the floor fell through, pulling the trusnea out of position and causing 
a sag of two or three feet in the roof. The wall was so weakened by the 
falling of the floor that this morning it collapsed, bringing the roof down 
with it. 


Fortunately no one was injured, though there were several persons in 


the immediate vicinity of the building when the crash occurred. At the time 
of the collapse of the floor last night workmen had not been out of the 
building more than fifteen minutes. The flre which 
resulted 
from 
the 


accident amounted to little in itself, though a quantity of cotton waste 
stored in the basement made a serious blaze possible. The estimate of the 
damage which was confined to the building itself has not been made but it 
is expected that it will be considerable.

CHANNEL FLIGHT 


By CHARLES N. LUR1E. 


try to teU what the aviators 


are going to do next is Ilka 
trying to reach a roof from 
the ground for a better view 


the moment a cry of "Here he oomesl 
announces the approach of ons of the 
man birds. By the time you get where 
there is an unobstructed view the flier 
is gone. The air records are falling 
BO fast nowadays—much faster 
and 


more frequently than the men who 
make them—that any prediction 
IB 


open to serious objection that it 'will 
be out of date by the time it gets Into 
print. 


With these words of explanation, or 


possibly of apology, let us assert, that 
the great aerial event toward which 
the persons interested In flying, whlc!, 
means the. whole world, are looking Is 
the race between St. Louis and New 
York over a 1,000 mile course for a 
prize of $30,000 offered by the New 
Tork World and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Of scarcely less interest' is 
the projected Chicago-New Tork flight 
of about 960 miles for a $26,000 prize1 
offered by the New York Times and 
the Chicago Evening Post. In addi- 
tion to these there are the Washing- 
ton-New York race, the Detroit-Buf- 
falo flight, the Kansas City-St. Louis 
contest and many others. 
The total 


of the prizes offered by the cities and 
the newspapers is large enough to 
bring to America the most famous of 
the old world's aviators, as well as to 
engage 'the attention of our own best 
men, 
especially since the vacation of 


the temporary Wright Injunctions left 
tho foreigners free to come. 


Among those who are Interested In 


these Imagination compelling contests 
are the aviators who have recently 
brought the world to a realization of 
the fact that the flying machine has 
come to take its place among the 
world's commonplaces with wireless 
telegraphy, radium, tho X rays, the 
telephone and other* Inventions. They 
are Glenn H. Curtiss, who made the 
air trip from Albany to .New York; 


Charles K. Hamilton, whose aerial 
journey from New Tork to^Phlladel- 


j phia and back gave assurance that such 
trips can be made hereafter on schedule 
time; Charles S. Rolls, the Englishman 
who ilow across the English channel to 
France, turned in the air and returned 
without alighting to England; Louis 
Paulhan, who flew from London to 
Manchester for a 550,000. prize and who 
held until recently tho world's record 
for height attained in an aeroplane; 
Grahame White, the plucky English- 


man who tried so hard to win tho Lon- 
don-Manchester 
contest 
and 
failed 


only after he had gone the limit of 
present endurance in the air; the 
Wrights, pioneer flyers, who have held 
steadfastly to their view that flying 
is with them a business proposition, 
not a sport, and have heretofore' re- 
fused to engage in merely spectacular 
tests, although permitting the entry of 
their machines under the operation of 
others. 
All these and others of na- 


tional and international fame have ex- 
pressed their, intense interest In the 
coming contests and have asserted 
their belief that the prizes offered are 
well worth consideration. 


In addition to these great events on 


tho future programs of the aviators 
there are numerous smaller, affairs to 


be v held in the United States and 
abroad. No state or county affair is 
considered up to flats now unless It 
announces as a part of Its list of at- 
tractions aerial flights by one or more 
of the world's flyers. Of course the 
flyers coins high—no pun intended—1 
but tho fairs must have them'' or be 
considered 
hopelessly 
behind 
fee 


times. The old fashioned balloon as- 
cension cannot draw a crowd now- 
adays, so the fair authorities are fall- 
ing over one another in their en- 
deavors to get the aviators. The supr 
ply of flyers Is limited, although It is 
growing ev,ery day, so the men who 
are able to travel In three dimensions 
instead of two are taking advantage 
of their opportunities and demanding 
stiff prices for their work. Any one 


who has seen them perform their dar- 
ing feats in the air will agree that al- 
most any price is too low for the risks 
they run. The 1910 International avia- 
tion meet, which will bo the greatest 
ever held, will take place on Long Is- 
land in October. 
It was brought to 


this country by.Glenn H. Curtiss' vic- 
tory at Bhelms, France, last year. 
New Laws Neceaaary. 


With the extension1 of flying over the 


world's civilized countries has come 
tho discussion of rules for the govern- 
ment of the flyers when they are in the 
air. Tho subject is -still in the tenta- 
tive state, but there has been enough 
interest manifested In the matter to 
make it certain that the near future 
will see the promulgation of a set. of 
rules agreed to by the world's most 
famous flyers. Speaking- on this sub- 
ject recently, Mr. Frederic R. Coudert, 
recently returned 
from 
a visit to 


SVance, said: 


"The presence of so many flying ma- 


chines in France and the complaints 


of owners of property that aviators 
are flying over gardens and thus in- 
truding 
into private 
domains has 


caused the calling of a commission of 
prominent lawyers 


"They have had operators of aero- 


planes perform before them, flying 
both low and high, in order to de- 
termine what height Is proper. Count 
Lambert has been one of these dem- 
onstrators. Of course there are prop- 
erty owners who assert that their 
rights extend far up Into the sky, but 
to recognize such rights would mean 
a stop to all aviation. 


"There is not the slightest doubt 


that a mean height will be determined 
and that Franr.e will be the pioneer 
country in the framing of laws to ap- 
ply to tracks in tho sky. 
Property 


rights \vlll havo to be protected. The 
Frenchman's garden, with its high 
wall, has been considered safe from 
prying eyes outside, but now with an 
aviator swooping near with his ma- 
chine—well, something must and will 
be done."

Garland. His devotion to the cause of 
intelligent conservation of our mines 
and forests, our fields and plains, our 
men and women, requires no explana- 
tion. For years In his books and on 
the lecture platform he 
hafl been 


preaching the gospel of the mission of 
the west to regenerate, to maintain tha 
nation. In his latest book, "Cavanagh; 
Forest Ranger," he carries his propa- 
ganda a step farther and comes out 
openly and boldly without reserve In 
support of the Plnchot forest policy. 
In the mouth of the hero of the book, 
Ross Cavanagh, the author puts the 
words: 


"I am glad to be known as a de- 


• fender of the forest 
A tree means 


much to me. I never mark one for 
felling without a sense of responsi- 
bility for the future." 


It is this "sense of responsibility for 


the future" frankly avowed, together 
with a most interesting story of life in 
the new west, that makes up the body 
of Mr. Garland's latest book. In it he 
devotes considerable space—not to the 
detriment of the book as a study, how- 
ever-—to a defense and an exposition 
of the forest preservation theories of 
Glfford Pinchot, the recently dismissed 
chief forester. 
The latter is depicted 


as the idol of the body of strong, able, 
clean living young men whom he 
trained in, tho forest service, and his 
dismissal from the service Is described 
as a severe blow to the personnel of 
the service. Mr. Pinohot contributes 
a preface to the book. 


For a score of years Mr. Garland nan 


been known to the public through his 
writing and his lectures, as an ardent 
believer In America's future. 
In a 


book_ published sixteen years ago ho 
said: 


"There Is coming In this land the 


mightiest assertion In art of tho rights 
of man and the glory of the physical 
universe ever made In tho world. It 
will bo done not by one man, but by 
;nany men and women. It. will be born 
,not of drawing room qulturo nor of 
imitation nor of foar of masters, nor 
will It, come from homes of groat 
wealth. It will coino from tho average 
American homo In tho city as well an 
In tho country. 
It will ilenl with nil 


kinds and conditions. It will bo born 
of tho mingling e«"> of men In tlio 
vast Interior of Amerlcn, bocauxo thorn 
the problem of tho perpetuity nf our 
democracy, tho question nf ).hn liberty 
(,• wull n» tho imtlonnlli' "t our art, 
Will b« fought out."
